The ‘sixth principle 
provides that in case of disputes, 
unresolved affairs “between the 
Suez Canal Company and the! 
Egyptian government should be, 
settled by arbitration. 


REACTION FAVORABLE 

These two provisions might be) 
interpreted as covering an ar-| 
rangement for arbitration on the 
funds to be retained by the Egyp- 
tian government after. the ex- 
penses for maintenance of the 
canal, it was said.

Because of political 
pressures it refuses to do s0. 

Now let us see who really wants to 
reduce the budget without endangering 
the country’s vital programs.

Decatur Citizen Submits a ‘Modest Proposal 
To Enable Post Office Dept. To Pay Its Way 


Decatur—A modest proposal as 
to how the Post Office Department 
might pay its way out of the cur- 
rent crisis: 

Many foreign countries, espe- 
cially those in South America and 
central Europe, issue postal tax 
stamps. These stamps are used 
in addition to regular postage 
stamps for a limited time in order 
to raise money for various pur- 
poses. If these stamps are not 
used on mail during the specified 
time, twice the amount originally 
asked is collected from the re- 
ceiver by means of a postal tax 
due stamp. 


Therefore, in order to aid the 
Post Office, it is requested that 
the United States issue its first 
postal tax stamp. This stamp must 
be used on all first-class mail, ex- 
cept letters containing income tax 
returns, until further notice. 

It would be appropriate if this 
new postal tax stamp bore a like- 
ness of Postmaster Summerticld 
or, perhaps, Ike with his best ‘‘big 


brother’ smile. But there is a 
long-standing precedent that the 
United States does not issue 


stamps with the pictures of living 
men on them. 

Instead it is suggested that there 
be engraved thereon the likeness 
of an elephant rampant and hold- 
ing between his front legs a bal- 
ance. On one side of this balance, 
the lighter side, should be the 
Capitol Building in Washington, 
while on the other, the heavier 
side, a copy of the budget. 

At the bottom of the stamp in 
white gothic should appear the fol- 
lowing inscription: 

“Summerfield has accomplished 
what rain, snow and the darkness 
of night failed to do.”’ 

The color of this stamp should 
be red, as this is the only color the 
user will be able to see after being 
forced to buy one.

A beautiful ballerina who refused to pirouette to 
the crack of the Communist whip has found her place in 
the spotlight of freedom. 

Miss Roma Pryna, lovely 
Austrian dancer, fled her home 
in Vienna shortly after World 
War II rather than bow to Com- 
munist rule. With her mother, 
Roma escaped to Canada to 
find refuge with relatives. 

A few months later, her ex- 
perience with the top ballet 
companies of Europe (she 
started taking dancing lessons 
when she was 4; at 8, she made 
her debut with a ballet opera 
company and has since per- 
formed for audiences through- 
out Europe) paid off in an audi- 
tion with the Canadian Ballet. 
RECALLED THRILL 

In Atlanta to appear in the 
Empire Room of the Biltmore 
Hotel, the ballerina beauty who 
was born in the Russian 
Ukraine recalled the thrill of 
being accepted by the Canadian 
Ballet, but she pointed out that 
her most important audition 
will be in six months: 

“That is when I get the final 
papers as an American citi- 
zen!’’ she announced proudly. 

During her first Canadian ‘| 
concert tour, Roma's talent | 
caught the. attention of a Mi- 
ami theatrical agent who of- 
fered her top billing in a Fiori- 
da night club. With his help, 
Roma was granted a special 
visa through efforts by the late 
Vice President Alben W. Bark- 
ley (‘‘He was such a wonderful 
person,’ she recalled) that al- 
lowed the dancer and her 
mother to enter the United 
States. Roma then launched her 
night club career in Florida. 
“POISE, TALENT” 

*‘How I came to be in Atlan- 
ta is strange,’’ she said. 

In the audience at one of 
Roma's engagements was sing- 
er Freddie Martell, who was 
impressed with her ‘‘grace, 
poise and talent.’’ Memory of 
the Viennese ballerina lingered 
and months later Freddie, now 
musical director of the Bilt- 
more, tried unsuccessfully to 
locate the dancer for appear- 
ances here. (‘‘I was on tour in 
Cuba then,”’ Roma explained.) 

Nearly two years ago the 
singer ‘‘wandered into’ Radio 
City Music Hall. on a trip to 
New York, where he saw Roma 
again. Freddie, Roma and her 
mother became friends. He in- 
troduced the girl to roller coast- 
er rides at Coney Island. (‘And 
we ate SO much ice cream,” 
she recalled.) He discovered 


They always take time to be 
polite.’’ 

Roma hopes to combine swim- 
ming and ballet in a movie ca- 
reer, which she will launch in 
Hollywood in May. 

She explained that she is re- 
luctant to discuss ner experi- 
ences behind the Iron Curtain 
because her only brother, im- 
prisoned for years ‘‘because he 
didn’t conform to the ideas of 
the new government,”’ is still 
in Austria. 

‘‘He is no longer in prison,” 
she said, ‘‘but he will never be 
really free. There is no hope 
of getting him to America.”’ 

Roma's most prized posses- 
sion—one she takes wherever 
she goes—is the last gift from 
her late father. 

A large doll, old and scarred, 
that is her only tie with her 
homeland.

Church services were being 
held in East Point’s Russell 
High School Auditorium, and 
as building plans proceeded, 
the Army officer offered to 
make the chancel furniture. 
It is made entirely of ‘natural 
oak, and because of Col. Gaert- 
ner’s handiwork, the church 
building expense was lessened 
by over $500. 

He often serves as guest 
rector at the church and assists 
the congregation as often as his 
military duties as a chaplain 
permit. In fact, this evening, 
Good Friday, he will occupy his 
own hand-made pulpit at the 
East Point church.

ticular, and the Dodgers in general. He seemed as much out of 
place as Bulganin would as the head of General Motors. 
For a brief spell, it looked as if O’Malley had wasted $16,- 
000. Maglie was belted in his first start as a Dodger, then 
failed twice as a fireman. Practically everyone had given up 
on Maglie, except Sal and Alston. 

He then bounced back from the ash pile with a dazzling three- 
hit shutout performance against Milwaukee. That was the first of 
13 vital victories for the Dodgers. He lost only five games and 
compiled a glittering ERA card of 2.47. 

It’s history, of course, that the Dodgers wouldn’t have been 
in the race without Maglie. His most notable contribution was a 
no-hitter against the Phillies in the September stretch. 

After steering the Brooks to the N. L. flag, Maglie got them 
off on the right foot by beating the Yanks, 6-3, in the series starter. 
His next effort was even stronger, but, as mentioned, that was 
Larsen’s day of destiny.

From a standpoint of service, Maglie hasn’t been on the major 
league scene too long. The current campaign is only his ninth, 
and Thursday’s start against the Bucs was only his 200th in the 
big time. 

He first arrived at the Polo Grounds in 1945, and was lured 
to Mexico by the glitter of Pasquale gold. Branded an outlaw along 
with other American baseball tourists in Mexico, Maglie didn’t get 
back to New York until 1950. 

A finished pitcher when he returned, Maglie resumed his 
major league work with an 18-4 record. He entered the 20-game 
circle for the only time in his career in 1951, contributing 23 
victories to Leo Durocher’s pennant chest. 

He was the star in Horace Stoneham’s cast until 1953. 
Plagued with a back ailment, he dropped to 8-9, and they said 
Sal had had it. But he surprised the skeptics with 14 wins the 
next year. Then, in 1955, he was labeled washed up and un- 
ceremoniously booted to Cleveland. 

His sensational comeback story is one of the bright chapters 
in sport. The guy that nobody wanted less than a year ago is now 
the guy that they can’t beat in the N. L. 

Maglie attributes much of his success to pin-point control. He’s 
a crafty student who studies hitters and seldom serves the pitch 
they want.
